News cf the walkout decision was 


wirelessed to all ships flying the 
American flag after the seamen's, 
Lhe marine firemen and 
marine en- 


gineers' unions had voted'to resign 
their jobs rather than accept the 
cut. 


It is estimated that about 125,000 


workers are affected. 


The 15 per cent reduction, sug- 


gested by Chairman Benson of the 
shipping- board and placed in effect 
at midnight Saturday means a vir- 
tual reduction of from 40 to 50 per 
cent when certain new working con- 
ditions are considered, workers de- 
clared. 


Of the 125,000 workers affected, 


30,000 to 40,000 are in this port 
The number of ships affected is said 
to be about 2,000 of "which'between 
200 and 300 arc in this port.

budget, compiled upon cost prices in Madison, for a family of five per- 
sons: the husband, the wife, a boy of 12 years, a girl of six years/ and a 
boy of two years, together with a year food bill. 


Figures compiled by B. G. Packer, director of immigration of the 


Wisconsin department of agriculture, declares that nothing short of 
$1,830 will do it—and Labor Hall statistics show that the average laborer 
ia Madison does not receive more than $1,600 annually. 


The only fault with the figures, from'the laboring man's standpoint, is 


that they are too low. The average man pays more than $24 for an over- 
coat which he wears for four years and he couldn't think of buying win- 
ter miionsuits for $2 ov even ?4; the average price in Madison last year 
came nearer 55 and $R. But in the figures, the laborer finds even a 
stronger argument to back his statements that he is underpaid. 


What manner of family is it which does not exceed $20 a year for 


amusement and recreation? And S15 for the family at -Christmas time? 


According to the budget compiled by Mr. Packer, it is estimated that 


it will cost $13.25 for the replacement of the husband's summer clothing 
and $23.75 during the winter. 


The figures do not give the entire amount paid for an 'overcoat or a 


suit, but rather the amount which should be accredited to that article each 
year for the period which it is expected to serve the individual. Thus, for

S the world becoming better? Is the problem of life becom- 
ing harder for the millions and millions who have been grop- 


ing hopelessly about for that thing we call happiness? Is the 
common man getting anywhere against the gigantic odds of an 
economic system that produces an industrial serfdom giving the 
product of toil in an unholy measure to the powerful few?

We are hearing considerable these days about "reaction be- 


ing in the saddle." We are being told that the great war just 
closed set the world back a hundred years. We are being ad 
vised that even now forces are at work which may challenge 
the whole order of civilization. 


Yes, apparently, reaction is in the saddle. 
The common 


man today knows that something is wrong. , He knows that he 
Is being exploited with increased intensity and that powerful 
forces are at work to bring him to a point where he will be im- 
potent to resist those who are seeking to keep him down. 


The common man is muddled and confused. He doesn't 


know what to do or where to go for relief. He knows that some- 
thing ought to be done but he doesn't know how to do it.

Political action? In 1912 the American voter overturned 


a party that had been in power for years. He listened to the 
words of a man named Woodrow Wilson who made a campaign 
on a promise to challenge the "invisible government" that was 
placing increasing burdens on the backs of the people. Elected, 
Wilson proceeded to forget about it 


Fooled by Wilson, the people in their desire to show their 


resentment, turn to Harding. And soon they will begin to learn 
that Harding is but a pawn of the forces of autocracy that arc 
in control in this country. The common man will begin to see 
that Henry Cabot Lodge, the republican leader, is as eager to 


serve the financial masters of the country as Is Oscar Under- 
wood the democratic leader. Political action,—and the domin- 
ant parties of the country both under the control of the exploit- 
ing interests? 


Industrial action? The worker knows that he conld chal- 


lenge the enemies of the people if he could but wield the power 
that lies in the solidarity of th££merican laboring man. In- 
stead, he sees a doddering old Gompers floundering around and 
dissipating the power of the labor movement by ineffective 
methods and procedure. 


Where, then, can the common man turn for relief? The 


press? No, the press is busy defending the frontiers of priv- 
ilege and reaction. Thepulpit? Few indeed are the voices that 
are lifted for the hopes and aspirations of the common man. 
The movies? Morgan and Dupont control offer little prospect 
there. Education? The schools are now the centers of a propa- 
ganda which is instilling a proper spirit into the children regard- 
ing the doctrine of THINGS AS THEY ARE. 


Discouraging? Yes, things look black when we think that 


only ten years ago we seemed on a(wave of progressive action 
that was bringing government closer to the people and we were 
thinking in terms of the greatest good to the greatest number. 


Is it any wonder then that millions may join in voicing the 


sentiment of the hymn written by Ebenezer ElKott back in 1850: 


When wilt thou save the people? 


O God of mercy, when? 


Not kings and lords, but nations! 


Not cro-mis and thrones, but 


men!

What is the setback through which we have jnst gone in 


the great sweep of progress? May as well attempt to stop the 
forces of Nature as to try to stay Progress. The Troth and 
Right and Love will still go marching on as so well said in that 
stirring Hosmer hymn: 


From age, to age they gather, all Out brave of heart and strong-, 
In the strife of truth with error, of the right against the wron^ 
[ can see their gleaming- banner, I can hear their triumph song; " 


The truth is marching on! 


"In this sign we conquer:" 'ti» the symbol of our faith, 
Made holy by the might of lore triumphant over death;
